London, Nov. 9.—The British forces have captured 


the fortress of Maubeuge, Field Marshal Haig announces 
today. 


South of Maubeuge the British are pushing eastward 


and are well beyond the Avesnes-Maubeuge road. 


British troops in Flanders have crossed the river 


Scheldt on a wide front north of Tournai and have estab- 
lished themselves on the east bank, according to Field 
Marshal Haig's announcement 


The capture of Avesnes, another large town of mili- 


tary importance, directly south of Maubeuge, was an- 
nounced last night. 


Maubeuge was the last important French fortress in the hands 


of the Germans. Before the war it was considered a fortress of the 
first-class and guarded the Namur-Charleroi route into France by the 
way of the Sambre river. The town is situated on both banks of the 
Sambre and was founded in the seventh century. Several famous 
battlefields of French wars prior to 1800 are in close proximity to 
Maubeuge.

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~ JKUbeuge was taken by the Germans after heavy fighting with 


the British and French late in August, 1914. The town is within 
a lew miles, of the Belgian border, south of Mons, which is 13 miles 
northward by rail. Namur is about 40 miles east-northeast of Mau- 
beuge and Charleroi is about midway between the two. 


YANKEE ADVANCE NOT HALTED 


With the American Army on the Sedan Front, Nov. 9.—The 


American army, east of the Meuse, continued to advance today des- 
pite strong machine-gun resistance. The Americans went ahead in 
this region, both north and south of Damvillers. 


Along the line of the Meuse the front from Sassey to Wadelin- 


ccurt last night was marked by artillery and machine-gun fighting. 


GERMANS SURRENDER EASILY 


With the American Army on the Sedan Front, Nov. 9.—"What 


is the use of staying-out there to be killed on the last day?" was the 
comment of scores of prisoners brought in yesterday by the Ameri- 
cans. The captured Germans were a more discouraged lot than 
usual. \ 


Most of them declared that since their government is quitting— 


and they appear to be convinced that it is—it was absurd for them to 
neglect the opportunity to surrender. 


YANKS CAPTURE MEUSE HEIGHTS 


Washington, Nov. 9.—Wresting from the enemy his last hold 


on the heights east of the Meuse, is reported by General Penning in 
his Friday evening communique. 


Large captures of munitions are noted. American aviators car* 


tied out bombing and machine-gun attacks behind the German lines. 
Four enemy balloons and three airplanes were destroyed. One Amer- 
ican machine is missing. 
SERBS BACK WHERE WAR STARTED 


Saloniki, Nov. 9.—Allied troops have entered Sarajevo, in Bosnia, 


according to an official statement today by the French' headquarters 
here. It was at Sarajevo that Archduke Franz Ferdinand of Austria, 
was assassinated, just prior to the outbreak of the great war. 


YANKEE TRUCKS BURN LIGHTS 


With the American Army on Sedan Front, Nov. 9.—American 


army tracks moved about last night in the zone just behind the front 
line with their headlights burning. Because of the low visibility, of- 
ficers believed that the enemy hardly could see the lights and if they 
did see one; now and then, it would not be of any great assistance. 


The fact that Germany had sent armistice delegates within the 


allied lines has not slowed np the American operations. From the 
heights, east of Dnn-8nr-Mense to Sedan, the same dash that has char- 
acterised their work since the beginning of the offensive animated the 
American troops in their operations yesterday and today.

When the Germans' 
credentials had been opened and veri- 
fied. Mathias Braberger. leader of the 
enemy delegation, speaking in French, 
announced that the German govern- 
ment had been advised by President 
Wilson that Marshal Foch was quali- 
fied to communicate to them the allies 
conditions and had appointed them 
plenipotentiaries to take cognizance of 
the terms 
an«:, eventually sign an 


armistice.

in a loud vote" dwelling upon each 
word. The Germans were prepared by 
semi official communications for the 
stipulations, as a. whole, but hearing 
set forth in detail the concrete demands 
seemed to brine to them for the first 
time the full realization of the extent 
of IJie German defeat.

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LESSONS OF THE INFLUENZA 


It is now generally realized that the 


epidemic of Spanish influenza is one of 
the most serious calamities that ever 
befell this country. 
We had 
been 


boasting of how our 
soldiers 
tvere 


not going to suffer from disease as in 
earlier wars. We had learned better 
how to care for them. But it is now 


did not know it all. Also if the 
gets through this 
epidemic 


without 1<M,000 deaths, it will escape 
better than new seems likely. 


Some medical authorities think this 


fatal result could not have been helped, 
since the beginnings of the disease can 
not be distinguished from a common 
cold. 


However, a great many people have 


been, very careless. The story is told 
of one woman who was out on her 
porch one day talking with her neigh- 
bors. 
"Don't 
come near me," she 


said, "or I will give you this 
awful 


cold I've got. 
But I'm going out on 


a nice long ride this afternoon that 
•will break it up." 
She did go out on 


the ride, but after she got home she 
had a severe chill, and in a few days 
she was dead. 


The management of one large fan- 


tory in a town where the disease has 
prevailed, showed how it can be handl- 
ed. The owners were no doubt moved 
both by generosity to their help, and by 
the feeling that it was poor business 
to let the disease get a start. They 
provided doctors and nurses, and when 
one of their employes got the influ- 
enza, they sent him right home, and 
had a doctor and nurse call. The same 
thing was done when members of the 
families of the help were taken sick. 
As a result, not one death was report- 
ed in all the 2,000 families connected 
with that mill. If that policy could be 
followed 
everywhere, the 
influenza 


would not be very fatal. 


Of course the shortage of doctors and 


nurses has aggravated the situation. 
After our medical 
forces get 
back 


from France the danger will be less.

Any constitutional change 


in the I'nited States is the subject of 
long debates in public assembly, and is 
finally agreed to by vote attested and 
put on record by the lawful authorities.

You can find an original copy 
of it in Lincoln cathedral today. 


When has any proclamation of abdlc- 


tion of his imperial power been made 
by Emperor William II of Germany 
Under the German constitution, he has 
the power of making "defensive war."

of war, or on fortifications under fire, 
in gross violatlc.n of the laws of hu- 
manity. 
They have had to work in 


the region of thf»ir own homes, and in 
other parts of the occupied territory, 
and thousands of them have been sent 
to Germany and 
worked 
until they 


could work no longer, when they were 
shipped back to their homes or sent 
into the French lines, so that the Ger- 
mans would not have them to feed 
These people, if they have survived. 
must be paid for their labor, and if 
they have perished, their families must 
be indemnified. 


Germany expected to get rich out of 


this war. It will emerge poorer than 
it jet realizes. It may have to repudi- 
ate its domestic debt, or defer it for 
many years. But it will ha\e to make 
all the reparation that money can ef- 
fect, or the Allied armies will go to 
Berlin to collect the indemnities. We 
know how France was treated in 1871 
and how Belgium has been treated for 
four years.

Did Yon Know 
That Martin Luther was born No- 


vember 9. 1483. at Kisleben? He was 
one of the greatest Protestant leform- 
ers of the 16th century. In 1507 he was 
ordained a priest and in the following 
year removed to Wittenberg where he 
became a teacher in the new univer- 
sity. 
In 1509 he was made Bachelor 
of Theology and commenced a series 
of lectures on the Scriptures which, 
from the novelty of his views, made a 
great impression. In 1511 he was sent 
on a mission to Rome and on his re- 
turn was made a Doctor of the Holy 
Scriptures, and his career as a reform- 
er began. Indignant at the .shameless 
traffic in the sale of "indulgences." 
Luther drew up 95 theses which he 
nailed up on the gate of the church at 
Wittenlterg. the general purport of 
which was to deny to the pope all i ight 
to forgive sins. 
He was summoned 
to Rome to answer for this, a paivtl 
bull was issued against him. and this 
document was burned at the Elster 
Oatc of Wittenberg before an assem- 
bled multitude of doctors, students and 
citizens. 
When the Diet of Worms 
met early in 1521 an order was issued 
for the destruction of Luther's book 
and he was summoned before the Diet. 
His apiiearancc and demeanor before 
the Diet and the firmness with which 
he refused to retract, make a striking 
picture. 
In 1K83 the anniversary of 


) his birth was celebrated in Europe and 
America. He died in 1546.

Columbus, Nov. 9.—Taxation probo- 


bly will be the principal question facing 
the next general assembly as a result 
of Tuesday's election.

and 
mortgage 
exemption 
amendments, modification of the ex 
isting taxation statutes is made neces- 
sary. Cities and schools are both call- 
ing for financial relief, and the Smith 
one per cent tax law still upon the 
statute books. 
The revenue question, 


will, therefore, probably be the domin- 
ating one before the solons when they 
meet next January. 
The mortgage taxation amendment 
was passed by a majority that is ex- 
ceeded to reach nearly 60,000, while 
that accorded the amendment provid 
ing for the classification of property 
will probably be around 25,000.

Germany's answer to the allied terms 


for an armistice is not expected to 
reach Marshal Foch's headquarters un- 
til the middle of this (Saturday) after- 
noon at the very earliest. 
The courier left for Spa, the German 


headquarters. 
Immediately 
after 
the 
terms were delivered and the enemy 
had been given 72-hours in which to 
send his answer. 
Few details of the terms have been 


divulged, nor have any of the dramatic 
elements of the scene at the allied 
Com- 


mander-in-chief's headquarters been re- 
poited. 
Nothing but the briefest dt»s 
patches have told of an eient the con- 
sequences of which will 
affect 
the 


whole subsequent history of civiliza- 
tion. 


In the meantime the allied armies 
are grimly sticking to their task of 
driving the foe from the soil of France. 
Xo one can exactly locate the line 
\\here the contending armies are fight 
ing today. It is known, however, that 
the French have reached Mezieres and 
that the British have captured Avesnes. 
It is probable that the Germans now 
hold a strip of French soil not o\ er 
six or seven miles in width from east 
of Valenciennes to the south bank of 
the Moselle river 
Further south the 


line runs along the frontier, but is no- 
where more than a couple of miles 
•nest of Germany's domain 


This fact and the obvious abilitv of 


the allied armies to complete their tri- 
umph 
over rhe 
enemy 
may bring 


about a quick decision by the military 
chiefs of Germanj. 
Emperor William 


is at Spa. it is said, and it is consid- 
ered possible that the armistice mission 
now at Marchal Foch's headquarters 
may receive instructions by wireless. 
Bavaria has been declared a republic 


and the 'Wittelsbach dynasty, headed 
by King Ludwig III, is deposed. Em- 
peror William's abdication has been de- 
manded by the socialists, but has "been 
met \vith refusal from the emperor, 
who fears to quit office at such a crit- 
ical juncture in the history of Ger- 
many. 


The revolution is seemingly rapidly 


spreadingr through the great industrial 
and maritime cities of Prussia. Essen, 
the site of the great Krupp munition 
works, being the latest place reported 
to be disaffected. 
Prince Henry of Prussia, the em- 
peror's brother, who visited America, 
in 1902, has fled from Kiel under fire 
from mutonous guards. 
' 
Prince Max of Baden, the German 
chancellor, is reported to have resigned 
but there has been no acceptance of his 
resignation. Prince Max. it is indicated 
today -will communicate the terms of 
the armistice to a committee of reich- 
stag 
party 
leaders. 
Virtually all 
the Xorth sea coast and part of the 
Baltic littoral is now in the hands of 
the revolutionists. 
Not only has the German army been 


crushed in the maw of war but the 
whole structure of the Get man empire 
seems about io be engulfed. 


Conditions in Austria are apparently 
in a wild chaotic condition. Little defi- 
nite information as to conditions there 
has been received during the past cou- 
ple of days.

Mrs. Benjamin Hastings of the lake

ter on November 14, in the interests of 
the Red Cross national campaign to se- 
cure 1500 nurses' aids for immediate 
overseas service. 


Mrs. Hastings, who is supervising the 
organization of Red Cross Home-care of 
the Sick courses in Ohio. Thdiana and 
Kentucky, has sent word that Licking 
county chapter is one of about 25 in the 
lake division to be given a quota of 
nurses' aids to be recruited hi response 
to the special call from Surgeon General 
Ireland. 


Women between the ages of 30 and 


45, who have had the Red Cross course 
in home-care of the sick, or who have 
had six months' training in accredited 
hospitals, are sought by Mrs. Hastings. 


Other requirements are: One month's 
hospital training in a hospital accredit- 
ed by the Red Cross, or in one of the 
recently-established emergency 
hospi- 
tals; robust health certified to after ex- 
amination by a physician; two letters of 
recommendation as to loyalty, character 
and fitness for this service; must not 
have husband, son or father in service. 


The Red Cross will pay to such appli- 


cants $30 per month, transportation and 
maintenance, or allowance
